Exposure of a Bogus “Loan’ 
Association. 


Its Smooth Manager Smiled, Pocketed 
the Cash and Skipped. 


Hundreds of His Dupes Scattered all 
over the Country. 


Confiding Grangers Drop from 
$200,000 to $300,090 Into the 
Concern Expecting Laans 
Which Came Not, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Alfred Downing, presi- 
dent, and N. B. Tollman, vice-presi- 
dent of the National Capital Savings, 
Building and Loan Association of 
North America were arrested today by 
Postoffice Inspector Stewart, charged 
with using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes. It is charged that the men 
who have been conducting the associa- 
tion have swindled thousands of peo- 
ple from every State in the Union, 
that they have taken in $200,000 to 
$300,000 giving nothing in return. 
The victims are found in all 
classes of people. From facts already 
in the possession of the authorities the 
scheme will parallel that of the “Great 
Fund” swindle, which was broken up 
about five years ago. There are still 
two men atliberty, having disappeared 
several weeks ago, and it is believed 
they got away with most of the funds, 

For more than six months letters 
have been received from all parts of 
the country by the postoffice and city 
authorities protesting tbat the com- 
pany was not what it was represented 
to be; that it was collecting money and 
making no loans. Inspector Stewart 


bas been working on the case for four 


months. He found that the concern 
had agents in every State in the Union 
who were selling the $20,000,000 of 
stock the company had for sale. These 
agents were being sent circulars and 
documents showihg the association to 
be gilt-edged. 

When Inspector Stewart took charge 
of the case Lewis F. Mortimer, general 
manager and secretary, was apparently 
the responsible man and bandied the 
cash, received in large amounts every 
day. Stewart visited the company’s 
office frequently, disguised as a ietter- 
carrier, in order to secure evidence. 
Several weeks ago Mortimer disap- 
peared and today, having waited in 
vain for his return, Stewart decided to 
secure the other visible members of the 
combination. George O. Ferguson of 
Lincoln, Neb., representing about 
sixty victims in his city, was sum- 
moned here today. With his assist- 
ance the necessary evidence was com- 
pleted and the arrests made. There 
young lady clerks were taken into cus- 
today as witnesses, 

HOW THE SWINDLERS WORKED. 

Mr. Ferguson ia an interview said: 


|“The association was represented in 


Lincoln by a local firm acting in good 
faith. Nebraska people are very much 
in favor of building and loan associa- 
tions and the offers of the concern 
were snapped up quickly. It sold 
shares for 50 cents each with monthly 
payments for ninety-six months of 
$11.05. At the end of the time a $1000 
loan would be paid for, Then there 
was a ‘membership’ fee of $30, an ‘ap- 
praisement’ free of $20, $45 for three 
months payment in advance, thus 


making $95. The concern made 
one $500 loan that was genuine, 
and that was just enough bait 


to induce others to invest,and hun- 
dreds sent money to Chicago expecting 
on the strength of loans to make con- 
tracts for homes. Stores were let and 
buildings begun. The money never 
came, and we wrote to Chicago to learn 
what was the trouble. finally Prof, 
Ellwood of Weslyan University, who 
was a heavy investor, came to Chicago 
to investigate. Manager Mortimer 
seemed to be such a fine business man 
and gave such assurances that the 
money would be forthcoming, that 
Elwood went back satisfied, but the 
money never came, and finally I laid 
the case before the postoflice authori- 
ties. 

Inspector Stewart and District At- 
torney Milchrist went over the con- 
cern’s books and found that seventeen 
legitimate loans had been made in as 
many different States. These, it 
would seem, were made to allure 
other investors. No records of any 
other loans could be found, although 
the books show that money had been 
received from hundreds of people 
in places where a_ single loan 
was placed. A rough estimate of 
the amount received is $175,000 in the 
yearanda half the association has 
been in existence. The books show 
that the association had agents in all 
States, but the most. active were in 
Omaha, Denver, Des Moines, Port- 
Jand, Or., Galveston, Olympia, San 
Francisco and Minneapolis. These 
agents transmited hundreds of dollars 
daily in checks, drafts, money orders 
and registered letters. Until within 
a few months it is said the concern did 
a heavy businessin Philadelphia, but 
it appears that the authorities there

MORTIMER GOT THE BOODLE. 

When the association organized, 
February 21. 1890, the officers were, 
Alfred Downing, president; N. B. 
Tollman, vice-president; David F, 
Mortimer, general manager and secre- 
tary. Mortimer seemed to be the 
leading spirit in the enterprise, and at 
once incorporated the concern with a 
capital of $20,000,000, He was 4 good 
mauager, and soon had money flowing 
inatarapid rate. Kyerything went 
smoothly until the closing of the Phil- 
adelphia branch, when Mortimer came 
back bere and began quarreling with 
his business associates. #inally 
he ousted Downing, electing 
one F. A. Wentworth as president,

Philadelphia, left suddenly and bas

Mortimer was last heard of 
July 10 in New York city. 
WHAT THE PRISONERS SAY. 

Downing and Tollman both admit- 
ted that enormous sums had been 
taken in, but asserted that they were 
not “in it.” Both alleged that they 
never received more than a small sal- 
ary out of the affair. Downing added: 
“Mortimer gotitall. We started in 
what I believed to be an honest building 
and loan business, I believed Mortimer 
to be an honest mau as | had known 
him in the insurance business a num- 
bor of years previous.”’ Downing, whe 
came here from Peoria, refused to talk 
further about the work of th8 associa- 
tion, He is a rather poorly-dreased 
man, and does not look as though he 
had been sharing in the enormous 
profits. Vice-President Toliman, on 
the contrary, look’ extremely prosper- 
ous, although asserting that he made 
nothing from tha association. He 
says he is an artist, and that Mortimer, 
who was a friend, asked permission to 
use his name as incorporator, He con- 
sented, receiving no money. He added 
that several weeks ago he and 
Downing decided to send out circulars 
to the stockholders to ‘‘see if some set- 
tlement could not be reached.’’ They 
were discussing these negotiations 
when arrested. Tollman admitted 
that since the association’s formation 
he knew of $81,000 having been re- 
ceived. 

THE SMOOTHY SMILED. 

Inspector Stewart said that he was 
well satisfied that both the president 
and vice president are not so innocent 
as they pretend. “Both got badly bit- 
ten,’’ said he, “but both were in the 
deal and knew all about the swindling 


going on. They didn’t get much 
of the money, Mortimer get- 
ting the bulk, and [  haven’t 


thedeast doubt he got away with $150,- 
000. If ever there was asilick man it 
was Mortimer. I have gone to bis of- 
fice time and again disguised as a let- 
ter-carrier and’seen him sign hundreds 
of fat registered letters containing 
large amounts of money, and he smiled 
sweetly every time the letters came in. 
He isa clever talker and a smooth 
man generally, and would convince al- 
most anyone who talked with him five 
minutes that he was the squarest busi- 
ness man on earth, 

Downing and Tollman were held in 
$2000 bonds each by Commissioner 
Hoyne. Both had lawyers on hand 
and Tollman was quickly bailed out. 
Downing was unable to secure bonds- 
men and spent the night in custody of 
a deputy marshal. Oneof the attor- 
neys for the men said that there is no 
doubt the concern was rotten to the 
core, but he believed Downing and 
Tollman were simply victims of Mor- 
timer’s guile. 

One of the peculiar features of the 
case is the fact that the association 
was endorsed by two prominent comer 
mercial agencies. The concern’s af-. 
fairs were examined closely, but the 
evidences of prosperity were so great 
that the agents made yorable reports. 
For some reason the concern did not 
operate very extensively in Lilinois.

RUSSIA’S SHORT CROPS. 


Much Apprehension for the Prob- 

able Resuits. 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10. — [By 
Cable and, Associated Press.| A grave 
situation is created by failure of the 
crops in Russia, causing the greatest 
apprebensions in all circles. Grashda- 
nin declares that the local administra- 
tions will be unable to make provision 
for the inhabitants of distressed prov- 
inces if speculators are allowed to ex- 
port corn or if the artificial rise in the 
price of corn is not checked. The pa- 
per demands that the government im- 
mediately place a heavy duty on ex- 
ports of rye. The Financial Messen- 
ger declares it will be almost impossi- 
ble for Russia to export corn this year. 

Itis officially announced that the 
government has not yet contemplated 
issuing a decree totally prohibiting the 
export of grain from Russia, but the 
partial failure of the crops demands 
that provision be made for people liv- 
ingin the distressed provinces and 
consequently the export of grain will be 
restricted by the authorities. 


PRINCES TO BE EXECUTED 


For Taking Part in the Manipur 
Massacre. 

Aug. 10.—|By Cable and Am 
sociated Press.| The Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Viceroy of India, has 
rendered a decision on the appeal of 
the Manipur princes who were con- 
demned to death for the part they 
took in the massacre of Commissioner 
Quinton, Political Agent Grimwood 
and other British officers at Manipur 
in March last. The technical charge 
on which they were convicted. was 
that they bad waged war against the 
Queen and abetted murder. The ac- 
cused were tried by a military court. 
The sentences of the Senaputty, a 
brother of the Regentof Manipur and 
commander-in-chief of the Manipur 
army, and of Amtongal, the general 
who gave the order for the massacre, 
have been confirmed by the viceroy 
aud they will be executed. 

In the cases of the regent and Prince 
Anangosena, the viceroy has com- 
muted the sentence of death to trans- 
portation for life and forfeiture of 
their property. Several Manipuri and 
one ex-ritish sepoy, who took a prom- 
inent partinthe massacre, have al- 
ready been executed.

Hopkins $58.50, we 
recommend the approval of the same. 

A GENERAL KICK. 

Councilman Innes renewed his objection 
to the approval of these demands on the 
Same grounds set forth atthe last meetiny 
and expressed surprise that the Finance 
Committee should have approved them 
Without investization. There was evi- 
dently a lack of backbone somewhere. © 

This brought Counciiman ‘Tufts to his 
feet and in reply be said he had signed the 
reportofthe Finance Committee and be- 
lieved it was right that these men should 
be paid for their services, 

As far as members of the Finance Com- 
mittee are concermed, it was not their bus- 
iness to run around the wards to do detec- 
tive work. Theonly testimony which had 
cowe before this Council was the say-sQ of a 
member of this Council, who stated .what 
he has heard some one else say. Now the 
Finance Committee recommended other- 
wise, and he was in favor of paying the bill. 
As for the lack of backbone referred to by 
the member frum the Second Ward, it would 
be better for the gentleman h d he a little 
more head and less spinal column. 

Counciilm.n Innes retorted warmly that 
some people had too much head already, 
butto this sally the chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee did not reply. 

Councilman McGarry expressed it as his 
opinion that some one was barking up the 
wrong tree. Itshould first be ascertained 
whether or not the views of the Council 
had been communicated to the men by the 
Street Superintendent, who empioyed them 
and was responsible for them. He was in 
favor of approving these demands, as the 
menu had earned their money and were en- 
titied to it. 

Councilman Keese, in his most sarcastic 
vein, remarked that if the gentlemen who 
were Oppusing this, desire to distinguish 
themselves, let them get after a little larger 
gume. He thought the Council was “gre 4 
ing very low to persecute poor men in this 
way. e directed the attention of members 
to the fact that special policemen were em- 
ployed contrary to the ordinance of re- 
trenchment. He suggested that they whip 
along for awhile on that scent, 

Counciiman Lunes repiied to this thrust 
very energetically and at some length; but 
finally, upon, motion of Councilman Nickell, 
it was decided to vote upon each of the ob- 
jectionable demands separately, and ali 


were eventually approved, Messrs. Alford, 


Innes and Niekeil voting negatively on 
each occasion. 

A number of bids for various cit 
were opened, read and refcrred to their re- 
spcctive committees. 

THE BANKERS HEARD FROM. 

J. Frankenfield and H. W. Hellman ap- 
peared at this juncture, and upon being 
granted an audience, the furmer announced 
that he appeared on behalf of the Califor- 
nia and Farmers’ and Merchants’ banks 
and the State Loan and Trust Company, to 
ask the Council to reopen the matter of the 
special tax or license against thuse banks. 
He felt that. the Council in fixing those 
licenses had no intention of doing anyone 
n injustice ; but upun investigation be and 
his co leagues had found that it would levy 
discriminately, They had no desire to 
evade any just taxation, but merely wished 
to equalize this matter,and therefore asked 
that it be referredto the Finance or som 
other cemmittee for a full investigation, 

Counciiman ‘Tufts said be would like to 
ask Mr. Frankenfield for some of his rea- 
sons why this matter should be reopened, 
ust in what direction the license was un- 

ust. 

Mr. Frankenfieid replied that the reasons 
were that they understood that the license 
was based on the amount of capital stock 
and surplus of each bank. ‘This was nota 
fair basis, because some of the banks had 
part of their capital stock invested in real 
estate, which already pays a tax under the 
existing ordinance. ‘Lhe capital stock 
would then pay a double tax. The levy 
should be made on business done, and t 
banks should be willing to show that. 

Merchants were taxed upon the amount 
of business they did and not upon the capi- 
tal they had invested; this ruie should ap- 
ply to the banks. 

Mr. Hellman then addressed the Council 
briefly. He said the banks were not seeking 
to evade the payment of a just license. 
‘They objected, however, to the law in its 
present form. .The banks had had the 
opinion of the best counsel in the city, and 
they were satisfied the city could aot collect 
the tax. 

Councilman Tufts in reply to this said 
that the Council had had opinions on the 
other side, and they thought they could col- 
lect it. That was not the way to go about 
the question. It should be met in an ami- 
c ble spirit, not with threats, because he 
was one of those men who would not be 
influenced by threats. He was of the 
opinion that they, ought to go ahead and 
make them pay it. 

Mr. Heilman at once sought to remove 
the impression hisspeech bad made, and. 
said that it was far from his intention to 
have made any threat, all he desired being 
to impress the Council with the idea that 
the best lawyers in the city had advised the 
banks that from a legal .standpoint the 
license could not be enforced. 

On motion of Councilinan Kees, the vete 
by which the report of the Finance Com- 
mitte with reference tothe license was 
adopted was reconsidered, and upon motion 
of Councilman ‘Tutts the matter was re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole.

While according to the terms of the lease 
of this company it is required to furnish 
sufficient water and bydrants, the only 
remedy the city has is to forfeit its fran- 
chise for failure todoso, This lease

provides that in case notice has not been 
given to sever the same the city may pur- 
chase the’Works of the company; but as 
the city has given tormal notice to terminate 
the lease this proviso is inoperative, ln my 
opinion the cheapestand quickest way to 


acquire the works of this company 
is. by condemnation. While upon 
this subject I desire to. call the 


Council’s attention to the fact that the City 
Water Company is refusing to comply with 
the terms of the ordinance adopted by the 
Council for this year and that I have*been 
informed by an officer of that company 
‘that they will refuse to bound 
by the rates established by the ordinance, 

Lamin receipt of complaints every day in 
regard tothe matter, and as we have already 
instituted suit against the Citizens’ Water 
Company to forfeit its works by reason of 
overcharging, | think we should also insti- 
tute suit against the City Water Company 
for the same reason. 

Referred to the Committee of the Whole

THE SCHEME FAILED. 


A LITTLE “GRAB GAME” THAT DID 
NOT WORK, 


The Petition of the Utah Rall 
road Company for Seven 
Acres of Land 
Denied. 


During the latter part of 1888, it will be 
reinembered, there was a great deal of talk 
about a railroad to connect Los Angeles 
aud Salt Lake City, andfor atime excite- 
ran high, It was argued that such an 


to Los Angeles, as it undoubtedly would; 
that it would open up thousands of acres ot 
the finest coal and mineral lands in the 
worid, and fortunes were waiting for any 
and everyone who would go into the enter- 
prise. It was represented that several of 
the big eastern roads were anxiously wait- 
ing for an opportunity to get into Los 
Angeles, and that a road to Salt Lake 
would be a paying investment from tha 
start, to say nothing of the advantage to 
Los Angeles, which would at once become 
creat manufacturing center, 

At any rate, the project was pretty thor- 
oughly “boomed,” and in due course of time 
a COMpaALY Was organized, under the title 
ofthe Los Ange.es, Utah and Atlantic 
Railroad, with John M. C. Marbie as presi- 
dent. Mr. Marble, who has since gained 
fame, Or rather notoriety, in connection 
with his efforts to “‘absorb’”’ the cabie road 
system, was Cumparatively new to Los An- 
geles at that time, and his methods were 
bot so well known as they are now, and it 
was only regarded as a matter of a few 
months before the road would be io opera- 
tion, when it was announced that this emi- 
nent financier was atthe headof the en- 
terprise, backed by untold millions of east- 
ern capital. 

The organization of the company was 
pushed as rapidly as circumstauces would 
permit. There was much talk in the Coun- 
cil, and mavy bours were consumed in dis- 
cussion. The viaducts acruss the river 
were then in course of construction, and 
after ail the preliminaries had been gene 
over, there was a hiteh about the approaches 
on the eastern side, as Certain changes were 
necessary to enable tie company to lay its 
tracks at that poit. ‘This matter was finaliy 
alranged, the bridge plans were changed as 
requested, and finally on the 3d day of Jan- 
uary, 1889, Mayor John Bryson signed the 
ordinance granting the franchise. By the 
terins Of this franchise the company was 
granted right-of-way sixty feet wide along 
the river front and certain city lands, on 
condition that a levy was completed in one 
year, the company to acquire a deed to the 
lands when the road was compieted to Lon 
Beach, and the road was further allowe 
four years ia which to connect witb a road 
to Salt Lake, 
~ A $10,000 check was deposited with Mayor 
Bryson as anevidence of good faith, and 
work was commenced on the bridge ap- 
proaches. This work was completed, ata 
cost of something like $8000. ‘here con- 
struction stopped, and from that time up to 
date nothing further has been done. There 
was more or less talk from time to time, but 
finally the matter dropped out of sight, and 
nothing more was beard about the Utah 
project, until yesterday a week ago, when 
the following petition, signed by “John M. 
C. Marbie, president,” was presented tu the 
Council: 

“Los Angeles, Utah and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company, showing that in 1889 it had 
entered into an agreement with the Council 
to construct a leves un the east bank of the 
Los Angeles River for the protection of the 
inhabitants of the city from high water; 
that in consideration of this the city agreed 


nerth of Downey avenue and east of the 
offici 1 bed of the Los Angeles River; that 
in pursuance of said contract the company 
coustructed approaches to the bridges on 
Downey avenue and First street. ‘The com- 
pavy having fulfilied its gide of the contract 
comes now to the city to deed it the lauds in

The petition was referred to the City At- 
torney for investigation, and on exemina- 
tiou it was found that a “little joker” had 
been inserted in the franchise, known as 
section 10, providing that the section of 
land “bounded on: the north by Downey 
avenue, on the east and west by the Chavez 
tract and on the west by tne river,” con- 
taining about seven acres, more or less, 
should go to the company for and in con- 
sideration of the building of the approaches 
to the viaducts, it looked at first as mr, 
the company had a “cinch,” but the City 
Attorpey found another section which about 
covered the case and protected thecity. He 
accordingly recommended that the petition 
be denied, which was done yesterday, aud 
it is b&rdly likely that the little ‘“‘grab 
game” will be revived.

ABOUT NICARAGUA. 


In other columns of Tnr Times to- 
lay, Mr. G. E. Bailey, special corre- 
spondent of the Chicago inter Ocean, 
gives us an interesting talk on .Nica- 
ragua and the Nicaraguan canal. 

As Mr. Bailey is a civil engineer of 
thorough education as well a3 a trained 
newpaper map, his ideas are both prac- 
tical and pointed. He has just com- 
pleted a tour of Nicaragua, tray- 
eling along the Mosquito Coast 
in a canoe and crossing the 
isthmus on the proposed line of exca- 
vation afoot. He has enjoyed, there- 
fore, unusually good . facilities for 
observation. It is very pleasant to 
note the.favorable report which he 
gives on the work thus far accom- 
plished—the thoroughness of the pre- 
liminary surveys, and the economy of 
construction. Thus far about $3,000,- 
000 bas been expended, and there is 
reaily a great deal to show for 
‘it, The harbor at Greytown bas been 
dredged. and opened to navigation, 
while breakwaters. have been built to 


prevent further filling. A mile of 


actual channel for the canal has been 
cut, 500 feet broad and thirty feet 
deep, ten imiles of railroad, along the 
line have been built; a line of steam- 
ers up the San José River placed in 
operation; transisthmian tele- 
graph- liné established; suitable 
quarters for.the working force con- 
structed, and, altogether, it will be 
seen that the great work is wel! under 
The methods adopted under 
Warner .Miller’s management are con- 
trasted at great advantage to the 
Americans, with those adopted under 
De Lesseps, which led to the failure of 
Panama project. 

The people of the Pacitic Coast as 
yet hardiy Dave an inkling of the ad-

vantage which the successful accom- 
plishment of this great Nicaraguan 
project will be to them. 


carrying trade of the Pacific Coast; it 
means an absolute guarantees against 
high prices by any transcontinental 


railroad or any combination of 
such roads; it means, not only 
a stimulus to all lines of 


production, but a great augmentation 
of commerce and the establishment of 
new industries which as yet we have 
hardly set our hopes upon. In short, 
it means as great a stimulus to the de- 
velopment of the Pacific Coast as the 
opening of the first transcontinental 
railway meant. 

Mr. Bailey tells some interesting 
things about Nicaragua, its people and 
its productions. One of the curious 
points which he brings out is that the 
aristocratic classes supply their tables 
almost wholly with canned produce 
imported fromthe United States. In 
a land producing the finest tropical 
and semi-tropical fruits spontaneously, 


they eat the canned and dried 
fruits of California. Nay, more, 
they would consider it an 
insult to have their own 


pineapples, bananas, mangoes, etc., 
placed on a hotel table before them. 
Queer people! Queer customs! But 
then, California can stand that sort of 
thing if Nicaragua can. 

Mr. Bailey brings out in strong light 
the great chances for profitable trade 
direct between California and Nivara- 
gua. When our pears and peaches sell 
for areal (70 cents of our money) per 
can, there is a strong incentive to 
furnish the goods direct from this 
Coast instead of sending them around 
by way of Chicago, New Orleans and 
Greytown. 

The interview with Mr. Bailey is 
well worth reading, and it may stir up 
a good many practical ideas. 


STILL KICKING AGAINST THE IN- 
EVITABLE, 


The somnolent and retrogressive 
Herald, “begging the question” as 
usual, insists that Tne Times is “*plot- 
ting against the whites,’”’ so to speak, 
when itintimates that the general trend 
of business in Los Angeles is toward 
the south and the west; that it is 
within the probabilities that some day 
Broadway may become a popular re- 
tail street, or that the palm may even 
go to Hill, Olive or Grand avenue. 

The most casual observér of the de- 
velopment of Los Angeles cannot help 
seeing that the trend of development 
is strongly in the direction indicated. 

At one epoch in the history of the 
city its business was done almost ex- 
clusively above the old Plaza and a 
little way down Los Angeles street. 
When the Pico House was built on 
Main street, below the Plaza, it was 
something of a new departure. At 
a later epoch—and that not 
more than fifteen years ago— 
practically all of the retail trade 


tween Temple Block and the Plaza. 
During the rapid growth of the boom, 
business took a jumpto the south and 
westward, going down Main to Fourth 
street, and down Spring to Sixth, and 
taking something of a foothold on 
Broadway. 

Now it is only what everybody recog- 
nizes asa fact when we say that busi- 
ness has failed to hold its own on Main 
street from Temple Block to the Plaza, 
and that below the junction Main 
street occupies second place. A busi- 
ness house on Main street, between 
Firstand Third, which can bé rented 
for $100 to $150 a month, would tom- 
mand $300 to $450 a monthif it could 
be transported to Spring street directly 
opposite. 

And what do we find in Spring street 
today? Some handsome and commo- 
dious blocks; a good many unpreten- 
tious though fair buildings, and more 
inadequate one-story affairs, there for 
revenue only. As stated, the rents ob- 
tained for quarters on this street, good, 
bad and indifferent, are three, four, 
six, or ten times what commodious 
places of business on other streets can 
be rented for. What is the natural se- 
quence of this sort of thing? Why, 
that acertain proportion of business 
men who think they can carry their 
trade with them, or even a fair part of 
it, will drift to other streets where 
they can obtain larger and better- 
built quarters for less money. Judg- 
jing from past events they are not apt 
to drift tothe north or eastward, but 
to the south and west. 

It is no treason to property-owners 
or to the best interests of the city to 
recognize these facts; itis only a fair 
and square look into the eyes of Fate. 
Tue Times does not make the city 


TIMES, even with the assistance of the 
somopolent flerald, could not prevent 
it. This ‘s one of those movements in 
city building which itis hard to ana- 
lyze and sometimes difficult of compre- 
hension. There are some people who 
claim that there isan invariable ten- 
dency in American cities to push out 
to the west. 

Human nature is about the same 
with Spring street property-owners as 
with everybody else. While they can 
obtain high rentals for inexpensive 
buildings, they, are very apt to exact 
such rents; and they are not predis- 
posed to tear down these buildings 
and build better, although now and 
then one is found who is long-headed 
enough todoit. The next street to 
develop and offer lodgment for retail

The 
late J. W. Robinson was shrewd 
enough to see this, and just before his 
death concluded the purchase of a 
Broadway loton which he purposed 
erecting a large building for this pur- 
pose. Others were with him in the 
project, and the result would have 
been the removal of three or four first- 
class business establishments, Whether 
this enterprise is still likely to be car- 
ried through we are unable to state, 
but it is probably held in abeyance for 
only a short time. 

If we recognize this state of affairs— 
as any other unprejudiced and fair- 
minded observer must—and urge the 
property owners on Broadway to push 
their interests as well as they can by 
extending and improving the street, 
we are only appealing to their own 
common sense and intelligent self-in- 
terest, and at the same time urging 
what would prove a great benefit to 
the city generally. 

We do not expect, and of course do 
not desire, that Main or Spring streets 
willbe deserted because this move- 
ment commences; but we do believe in 
the case of Spring street, that if it 
were relieved somewhat of its present 
congested condition and puta little 
more on its mettle to hold its own,a 


lot of those inferior one-story buildings, : 


not worthy of the street, would ‘come 
down, and fine buildings would replace 
them. So there would be gain on both 
sides by a wholesome rivalry, and the 
city altogether would be the bonefi- 
ciary. 

A little business seuse about the 
development of streets, as well as in 
every other feature of city building 
need not hurt anybody. a 

The true aim, os we understand the 
mattor, should be for the city to estab- 
lish such reasonable conditions, with 
respect to ail the strects, as will enable 
each to expand normally, naturally, 
and in proportion to its possibilities 
and the legitimate business demauds 
uponit. Thetrend of trade should 
not be restricted in any quarter by 
placing or leaving obstacles in its 
way. There is today, as _ there 
has long been, a real need for 
ihe expansion of the business center, which 
is too narrow, from east to west par- 
ticularly, for the requirements of trade. 

We repeat that the opening of Broad- 
way north and of First street west are 
public necessities. For the benefit of 
the retroactive Herald, we will admit, 
with customary candor, that these 
improvements would benefit the north-

THE BIG DITCH. 


Nicaragua Country. - 


Economically Pushed—A Chat 
about the County and 
People. 


G. E, Bailey, special correspondent 


is visiting his brother at Colton, made 
a pleasant call at Ine Times office 
Saturday. Mr. Bailey’s special mission 
to the isthmus was to inspect and report 
upon tne status of the Nicaragua Canal 
project, and he is chdck full of this 
subject and of general information 
about Nicaragua, Mr. Bailey had just 
finished an experience in the Pine 
Ridge campaign when be went to 
Washington; thence to New Orleans 
andthence to Nicaragua. He made 
his way down the. Mosquito Coast 
on the Atlantic sido of the isthmus in 
a Carril canoe, and had every advgn- 
tage for seeing the country. He speaks 
ot itas rich in natural resources and 
easy of access by reason of its streams. 
Seventy-five miles up one of these 
rivers, at Rama, he found five steamers 
—oue from New Orleans, one from 
Pensacola, dne frcm Tampa, one from 
Philadeiphia and one from New York 
—all loading banauas. They all got 
loads, too, although by their lively 
competition they rau the price up from 
35 to 85 cents a bunch. One hundred 
miles up the Great River there is a 
mahogany district in which a Mr. 
Emery has éstablisbed himself, Last 
year he shipped 1,800,000 feet of 
mahogany, and this year the shipment 
will reach 2.250.000 feet. Itall goes by 
steamer to Boston, and thence to the 
Pullman éar works. 
THE PEOPLE Of NICARAGUA 

are divided intoturee classes. First, 
the aristocracy, who are Spanish. 
They are wealthy, owning mostly the 
coffee plantations, and they live lux- 
uriously; second, the middle classes, 
who ure a mixiure of Spanish and 
Indian. They own the small farms, 
and raise bananas, rice and otber prod- 
uce. Third come the Indians, who 
are the peons or laborers. 

Mr. Bailey remarked the singular 
fact that among the better classes and 
at the aristocratic hotels they do not 
pretend to eatthbe nativefruits. Nione- 
tenths of the provisions which they 
have on their tables comes from the 
United States in canned, pressed or 
dried form. The are in- 
variably from California. Canned 
pears and peaches commdénd 1 
real per can, equal to 70 cents 
of our. money. On the tablies 
will be found canned chicken and tur- 
key from [iinois with the accompani- 
ment, of course of canned cranberry 
sauce, Armour’s canned beef in abun- 
dance and side dishes of canned as- 
paragus, tomatoes, etc. Nicaragua is 
not a live-stock producing country it- 
self, and hence there is no tallow or 
otber fat for cheap lights. The wealthy 
burn kerosene, anc pvor people sit in 
the dark after nightfall ifthey 6it up 
atall. Kerosene commands $8 fora 
five-gallou can. 

NATIVE FRUITS AN INSULT. 

“Atthe hotel at Nicaragua,’ said 
Mr. Builey, SJ told the landlord I 
would like to have some of the native 
fruits on the table, They raise most 


‘elegant bananas, Mangoes, agua-cacti, 


eic. ‘Excuse me,’ said tbe landiord, 
‘we never place those fruits on our ta- 
bies, and if I should give them to you 
my guests would say the landlord 
‘Was insulting the American gentleman 
by giving bim what they feed their 
servants. But I will send them to 
your'room.’ And he did send a fine 
basketful every day and made no extra 
charge for it.”’ 

At another hotel where Mr. Bailey 
called for native fruits his request was 
not so politely received. ‘Do you 
know what tbey say here?’’ said the 
landlord. ‘They say that n3body but 
American hogs eats bananas,’’

Rice, chocolate and 
sugar are produced in some quantities, 
but only for home consumption. 

A very desirable exchange of prod- 
ucts might be brought about between 
the two countries, and there is, of 
course, a considerable trade already. 
Taking stgamer from San Francisco, it 
would the we only about twenty days 
to make the trip to Panama, by 
straight sailing. The steamers stop a 
whole day at each of the ports below 
Acapulco, however, and consequently 
the trip requires about 25 days. Mr. 
Bailey saw Minister Pacbeco at Guat- 
emala and was very courteously re- 
ceived by him. The people of Guate-

THOROUGH WORK. 
Mr. Bailey reports that the prelimi- 
nary work of surveying has been most 
thoroughly done, as attested by the 
fact that, for every mile of canal, 
eighty miles of preliminary line have 
been run. 

When it came to actual development 
the harbor at Greytown had first to re- 
ceive attention, as it was through this 
port that all the material and supplies 
bad to come. A sandbar had formed 
at the mouth of the harbor which com-

telegraph line seventy miles long is in 
successful operation. A steamboat 
line with seven steamers isin success- 
ful operation from Greytown up the 
San Juan River, to and across Lake 
Nicaragua to Granada, where it con- 
nects with the government railroad, 
making a complete transcontinental 
route from Greytown on the Atlantic 
to Corinto on the Pacific. 


**The line of the canal for a width of 
500 feet has been cleared of timber 
trom the harbor to the divide, fourteen 
miles away. This alone was a vast 
undertaking. Only those who have 
been in the tropics Know what the 
word jangle means. They can form 
no conception of woods where trees 
tower 100 to 150 feet in the air, where 
vines, creepers and lianas and a mass 
of parasitic foliage hang ¢rom the trees 
in a solid mas, as hard to get through 


‘as a western forest well mixed by a 


cycione. Imagine the fun of cutting 
away at such a mass, those of you whu 
hate even the preparation of kindling- 
wood. 

“The dredging force, which includes 
five dredgers and nine lighters, have 
not only cleared out the harbor and 
eaten their way out to sea, but have 
cut out nearly a mile of the real canal. 
The clearcut of this prism, the uniform 
depth of water and the buge embank- 
ments of sand on either side contrast 
pleasingly with the old ‘show point’ 
on the Panama, where the work was 
so slovenly dove that 1% was difficult to 
distinguish the lines of the canal at 
high water, and at low tide the dirty 
ditch had no more water than a Jersey 
mud flat. | 

THE BUILDINGS. 

‘The company, with true ideas of 
health and economy, have built up the 
new town of America on the high 
ground north of the harbor and three 


miles from the lagoon surrounding 
Greytown. Every building has corru-

town direct. The first fifteen miles 
from Greytown is through swamps at 
the sea level, with only one short di- 
vide of a mile, through which the 
heaviest excavation on the route (180 
feet) is to be made. The rest of the 
description may as well be taken from 
a letter of Mr. Bailey to the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, published August 6, 
which is very comprehensive and ex- 
plicit. He says: 


WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 


surface of that great inland sea, Lake 
Nicaragua, has been practically ex- 
tended to with nine miles of the free 
waters of the Pacific, agd to within 
sixteen and a half of the free water of 
the Carribbean, without impediment 
of any kind, a clean level surface of 
144 miles out of the total distance of 
169.5 between the two oceans. Numer- 
ous borings have been made, so that 
the character of every class of material 
that must be handled is definitely 
known. 

*‘One immediately noticeable effect of 
those painstaking surveysis that much 
of the work already accomplished has 
been completed for less than the origi- 
nal printed estimates submitted to 
Corgress. It is not true that carefully 
prepared engineers’ estimates are not 
safe guides. The extra expenses are 
generally due to unfortunate manage- 
ment and lack of careful preliminary 
study. The nine miles of rail- 
road through the jungle, and in deep 
swamps, where everything had to be 
put firston corduroy and then ballasted 
with sand from the dredges, cost about 
$40.000 per mile instead of $60,000, as 
estimated. The telegraph line extend- 
ing to the government line in the inte- 
rior cost less than the estimate of $500 
per mile. In dredging in the harbor 
the average has been only 6 cents per 
yard instead of 25 cents. The most ex- 
pensive dedging when the Slavin broke 
down averaged only 14 cents. ‘The 
breakwaters to the Greytown harbor 
huve been built at about three-quarters 
of the original expense. 

“The management as well as careful 
surveys bas coutributed largely to 
these good results. It has been im- 
pressed upon the army of employés 
that the company is not there forshow, 
to dazzle the world by their brilliancy, 
but are there to work and work hard. 
The pay-rolis are not made up so as to 
make this an asylum for incompetents 
and incorrigibles. Work is paid for at 
its value in acountry where labor is 
cheap, the climate healthy and living 
inexpensive. Mr. Menocal works as he 
worked in our navy, atime for every- 
thing and everything done in sbip- 
shape order at the proper time. As- 
ssitant Chief Engineer Frank Davis 
works as he worked on the Denver and 
Rio Grande and on the Canadian 
Pacific, and the men work as men did 
when they were building the trans- 


.continental railroads in this land. 


A CONTRAST. 

“Allthis is in pleasing contrast to 
the sad days of the boom along the 
Panama, where newly-appointed - 
gineers first built for themselves ele- 
gant homes, then ordered shiploads of 


machinery, next set men at work, and, 
lust of all, started the transits and lev- 
els to see where they were going to. 
Every one who has n across the 
isthmus is tamiliar with the lines 
where cuts were started and aban- 


+doned after vast expenditure, with 
| machioery that was never set up, but 


left toruin. on the docks and in the 
sand, with locomotives, cars and der- 
ricks half buried in the cuts. How the 
French storekeepers ever accounted, 
even on paper, for the material gone to 
rack and ruin through criminal neglect 
must remuln a mystery even to the 
‘ablest veteran among army quarter- 
masters. 

“The work that has been done, be- 
sides the surveys, is enormous ‘when 
judged by the limited means and time 


at the command of the company.

“To sum up, the level of the water. 


gated iron sides and roof, with oiled 
pine flours, sides and ceilings to the 
rooms. Nothing could be cleaner, 
neater or less expensive, and at the 
same time adapted to the warm cli- 
mate. The only difference between the 
rooms of the highest officers and their 
clerks and assistants, is in size. The 
oflicers’ are a little larger. The orna- 
ments are few and such as dear 
friends will insist on one’s putting into 
his trunk ‘just to remember me, my 
dear, while you are in that horrid 
country.’ 

‘Tbe buildings are Menocal’s head- 
quarters, office and officers’ quarters, 
officers’ mess and kitchen, laundry, 
bathhouses, officers’ hospital, laborers’ 
hospital, storehouses, stores, carpenter, 
paint and oil shops, railroad head- 
quarters, foundfy, tool shops, machine 
shops, engine house and the Naviga- 
tion Compapy’s wharves, storehouses 
and offices. Certainly this is good 
work for a party of men who were 
landed on a barren beach in June, 
1889, without shelter, unaccli- 
mated, dependent on a base of 
supplies 2000 miles away, and com- 
munication only by mails that arrived 
‘sometimes, but rarely, semi-occasion- 
ally;”’ no harbor, noshelter, no wharves 
to land machinery, Imagine the work 
of unloading by lighters from a ship a 
mile out at sea the necessary locomo- 
tives, steam shovels, piledrivers, etc. 
It is easy to find fault, ana but few 
give credit for work done. If the work 
is carried on in the future as in the 
past few years the canal will be built— 
well -built—and at less than the esti- 
mate of $75,000,000, a sum one-third of 
that already wasted at Panama, as 
pestiferous a spot as any onthe globe. 

AN OPINION VERIFIED. 

“One has only to travel across the 
various routes proposed to appreciate 
the soundness of the United States 
Canal Commission, who reported to 
the Senate in February, 1876, that 
‘the Nicaragua route possesses, both 
for the construction and maintepance 
of a canal, greater advantages and of- 
fers fewer difficulties, from engineer- 
ing, commercial, climatic and eco- 
nomic points of view than any one of 
all the other routes.’ ”’ 

When it is remembered that this 
company was organized in May, 1889, 
and started work in October et the 
same year with comparatively limited 
capital the work already accomplished 
seems marvelous. It bas expended, up 
to the present time, about $3,000,000. 

TEN MILES OF RAILROAD 
has been finished aiong the line of the 
canal to furnish transportation. The 
building of this line through the 
swamps was very difficult as it was 
necessary, first to lay down cord-dy-roi 


upon which rails were placed, and 


then the ballasting was brought in 
on cars. For this purpose the 
sand dredged out of the harbor was 
used. The cost of this railroad was 
estimated at $60,000 per mile, but it has 
been built for $40,000 per mile. ‘T'he 
cost of excavating the harbor was esti- 
mated at 25 cents a yard, but it has 
been done at 6 or 7 cents. Jamaica 
negroes, who work for very low wages, 
are employed exclusively in the rough 
work. 

Tne canal is to be 500 feet wide, with 
a clear depth of water of 30 feet. The 
locks are to be 600x100 feet and the 
same depth. The principal lock is at 
Ocho, in the San José River, where a 
great dam is to be built, backing the 
waters of the river up to the level of 
the lake to furnish the required 
channel.

THE TORRID 


Terrible Weather in New 


York City. 


Ambulances Kept Busy Carrying the 
Prostrated to Hospitals. 


Several Deaths from Sunstroke— 
Other Victims Made Insane. 


Pitiful Scenes in the Tenement«< 
house District—The Warm Wave 
In Connecticut and 
Other States,

_New York, Aug. 10.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Today has been the 
third of the heated term here and the 
hottest of the three, with no prospects 
ofa favorable change tomorrow. The 
local forecast officer says that the mer- 
cury bids fair to touch the 100° mark 
tomorrow. At 9 a.m. without breeze 
and with the mercury steadily climb- 
ing upward, the air was stifling. At 
noon the heat was unbearable, and at 
8 o’clock the thermometer reached 97°, 
All the afternoon ambulances were 


busy carrying people  prostrated . 
by the heat to the hospital. Nothing 
like it has been recorded at this time 
of thevear for nearly twenty years, 
anda continuance during the week 
means an enormous increase in mor- 
tality, especially in the crowded tene- 
ment districts. Half a dozen deaths 
occurred and mapy more victims are in 
&@ precarious condition. ‘Lhree persons 
are reported as having been rendered 
insape by heat. A number of the 
membersof the pol'ce force had to 
leave their posts today. The heat was 
articularly severe on horses, many 
ing overcome. 

The scenes in the tenement district 
tonight are beyond description. The 
entire population has deserted the 
tenements and sought the house tops 
and streets. Little relief is afforded, 
however, by this means, as the thick 
walls are sending forth the heat ac- 
cumulated during the day. The entire 
population is looking with foreboding 
for the dawn of another scorching day. 

CONNECTICUT PARCHED. 

PLAINFIELD (Ct.,) Aug. 10.—Today 
has been one of the hottestin years, 
aod the drought is something start- 
ling. All the late crops are burning 
upinthe ground andthe early ones 
bave been ripened so quickly by 
drought that they are badly scorched. 
Rivers, ponds and mill streams are 
lower than for years. Ashitord, Jewett 
City, Fiuteville, Central Valley, and 
other places, have been compelled to 
stop their mills for want of water. All 
through the vailey of the Yantic, Quin- 
nibaugh and Shetucket rivers mills 
are idie. Pachaug Lake, that covers 
14,000 acres, is nearly dry. Unless rain 
soun comes the losstocrops and in 
wages will he great. 

DEATH RATES SWELLED. 

Aug: 10.—Dispatcbes from 
anumber of points in Indiana, Illi- 
nois and lowa state that the heat 
today was very severe, the mercury 
ranging from 93° to 103°. There were 
a number of prostrations, a few being 
fatal. This afternoon the heat was 
mitigated at-several points by severe 
thunderstorms, 

In Chicago it was cooler than yester- . 
day, thé maximum temperature being 
82°. The excessive heat of Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday has, however, 
had its effect on the mortality rate. 
One bundred and sixty deaths are re- 
ported in the city today, more than 
double the usual rate. The mortality 
among horses is also heavy. 


Nine M>n Injured. 

New HAVEN (Ct.,) Aug. 10.—Nin 
Italian laborers were seriously injured, 
two fatally, ina railroad collision near 
Bradford, on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad this 
morning. 

Those injured were of a party of fifty 
Italians in the caboose at the end of 
the gravel train. This car was pun 
into by the engine of the freight train. 
The engine ran through the car before 
it stopped. The engineer and fireman 
jumped and saved their lives, only to 
almost lose them soon after at the 
hands of the wrathy foreigners who 
gathered about them. The fireman 
was knocked down by a piece of coal, 
but escaped. The engineer fought his 
way through the crowd of. Italians 
with a bar of iron and sought safety in 
the ticket office. 


Charged witha Defxlcation. 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Aug. 10.—The Jour- 
nal this afternoon prints a story to the 
effect that J. O. Wynne, business agent 
of the Georgia State Alliance Ex- 
change, is over $70,000 short in his ac- 
counts. Wynne is under $50,000 bonds, 
Exchange officials assert that the 
shortage is a defalcation. Wynne says 
the shortage is due toa clerical error 
and the Joss of vouchers. 


Death of a Bishop. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 10.—Bishop 
Campbell, of the African Methodist

For Many Years the Terror 
Of the Cherokees. 


A Blood-stained Outlaw While Yet a 
Mere Youth. 


A Long Career of Audacious Crimes in 
Indian Territory. 


The Only Man with Whom a Special 
Treaty of Peace was Made— 
ReJoicing Over. His 
Death. 


TAHLEQUAR, (I. T.,) Aug. 5.—[Cor- 
respondence.} The Cherokee Indians 
are celebrating the death of one of the 
most noted of Indian desperadoes 
that ever lived, He died one year ago, 
atthe age of 96 years, at peace with 
his people, but most of his life had 
been passed in warfare against man- 
kind. Today the Cherokee people - are 
celebrating the anniversary pf his 
death asaholiday. Tne Indian was 
old Tom Starr, who, for a quarter of a 
century, was a terror to the 
whole Cherokee Nation. He was 
a full-blood Cherokee, his 
origin was somewhat obscure. All 
that is known is that he came to this 
country eighty-four years ago, when 
he was 12 years old, with bis father. 
His father was a desperate man and 
soon after his arrival became involved 
in some trouble and killed a man or 
two. A sberiff’s posse was sent to 
arrest the old man, but he resisted 
and was killed. Young Tom was with 
his father atthe time and heid him in 
his arms as life went out. There, 
while stained with his father’s blood, 
be took an oath of vengeance and. 
swore to kill every man connected with - 
the murder before the hair grew on his 
face. | 

ln less than two years, and before he 
was 18 years old, he carried out his 
vow and the entire posse, about fifteen 
in number, had fallen victims to bis 
deadily aim. ‘This was the beginning 
of Tom Starr’s eventful career. He 
Was an outlaw and a youthful one 
at that. He joined a band of the most) 
desperate meno in the West, and soon 
became! their leader in their deeds of 
daring crime. In 1844 and 1845 re- 
wards aggregating 230,000 were offered 
for his head, but his capture seemed 
an impossibility, and he defied Chero- 
kee and United States authorities 
aiike. 
oStarr did athriving business—steal- 
ing negroes. He would steal them in 
‘Texas and sell themin Missouri, and 
then steal another lot in Missouri and 
run them back to Texas. Lie formed 
a business relation with a New 
Orleans slave-trader, and would meet 
him at the confluence of the Arkansas 
aud Mississippi rivers and exchange 
hishuman merchandise for arms and 
ammunition. 

As Starr’s reputation grew so did 
his band of followers: In 1851 he had 
about forty men in bis band, of all col- 
ors and races. It meant instant death 
for ove of his men to betray him or 
show the white feather in the ieast. 
On one occasion a Mexican betrayed 
him by leading a sheriff and his posse 
tothe rendezvous on the Canadian 
River. Part of the band was captured 
and killed but Tom wmade-~- his 


escape by swimming t river .in 
the dead of winter. Starr subse- 
quently followed the Mexican 


to San Antonio, ‘lex., and killed him 
on the streets ofthat city. With one 
exception Starr was the most power- 
ful man pbysically, in the whole Caero- 
kee Nation. His brother-in-law, Bili 
West, was conceded to be the strongest 
man in the country. Oue blow of his 
fist was almost as deadly as a Winches- 
ter bullet. He killed several men by 


che nation recognized its terrible force 
and passed a law declaring West’s fist 
a deadly weapon, and making it a fel- 


West and Starr were boon compan- 
fons and were partners 1p many bloody 
enterprises, but it so happened that 
these men did not agree later”on as 
they did at first, and as there were big 
rewards offered for both men Tom de- 
cided to put West out of the way, and 
at the same time get the reward for 
his death. He picked a quarrel with 
West and Bill struck at Tom with his 
fist, but the wily savage eluded 
the blow and at the same 
time landed a knife between the ribs 
of his assailant. As West fell to the 
ground Starr severed his head from bis 
shoulders with one blow of his knife 
and put it intoagunny sack. He gar- 
carried his gory burden to Tualequah, 
and entered tue room of the chiets of 
the nation, threw it-on the table and 
demanded the reward. The men were 
old ana feeble, and both recognized the 
head and its carrier, and were afraid 
to refuse the money, so they paid it 
over to save their own lives. . 

Oia Tom at last became tired of his 
lifeof outlawry und sued for peace 
with his tribe. He had become such a 
terror to the Cherokees that they were 
giad to make peace with him, and ac- 
cordingly negotiations to this end were 
begun. Starr sent an envoy from his 
rendezvous on the Canadian River to 
Tuahlequab to represent him before the 
Cherokee Council, which was then in 
session. The matter was taken up by 
that body and_ seriously con- 
sidered. Arrangements were made 
whereby Starr was to be for- 
given for all his crimes and mur- 
ders on the condition that he ever 
afterwards lived in peace with his peo- 
ple and abode by their laws. The prop- 
osition was passed by the Legislature 
aod signed by the chief. It was then 
sent to old Tom and he signed it. 
Peace was then proclaimed by the 
council. These facts are substantiated 
by the records of the nation, and this 
is probably the only instance in the 
history where a treaty of peace and 
amnesty was entered into between an 
individual and a sovereign nation. 
This treaty was never broken by old 
Tom. For twenty-five years he kept 
the treaty inviolate and made. a. good 
citizen. 

Aitbough the last twenty-five years 
of his life were passed in quiet his 
neighbors always stood in greut fear 
of him and when he died the whole 
tribe felt relieved. Starrsaid at one 
time that there was only one death for 
which he had to account that he re- 
gretted. Thut wasa little baby less 
than 6 months old. He-said that he 
and bis band went to the bouse of an 
enemy, and after murdering the whole 
family with the exception of the infant 
the latter began crying which annoyed 
Starr. Hetookitfrom its cradle by 
the heels and dashed its brains out on 
the door post. 

“It seemed like Icould hear the 
d-——d thing crying for a day or two 
afterward,” remarked the desperado 
with a grin. 

The celebration today was of a quiet

MAYOR AND COUNCIL FLEE FROM 
A MOB. 


An Alleged Corrupt Deal In Kan- 
sas City, Kansas, the 
Cause of a Popular 
Outbreak.’ 


KAnsAS Ciry, Aug. 10.—[By the As- 
syciated Press.] The Mayor and Coun- 
cil ofthe city of Kansas City, Kan., 
‘barely escaped vengeance tonight at 
the hands of a crowd of 800 taxpayers.

THE POSTAL TREATY. 
Important Changes Effected by Its 
Provisions. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.} Capt. Brooks, super- 
intendent of the foreign mails, bas 
just returned from Vienna, where he 
was in attendance as a delegate at the 
International Postal Convention. The 
principal event was the admission of 
the Australian colonies. They agreed 
to come. in October 1, this year, pro- 
vided international postal rates are. 
not reduced. They claim they could 


not stand a reduction. The present 
rate between this country and Austra- 
lia is 12 cents, and from that country 
to this the rate is 6d per half an ounce. 


-| This country wiilat once reduce the 


rate to 5 cents. Australia may keep 
its rate at 10 cents, but itis likely it 
will reduce it at once to 5 cents, 

Another matter of interest is the 
change in the size of sample packages 
of merchandise, which may be sent 
through the mails to and from coun- 
tries in the union. The new treaty 
increases the limit to 12x8x4 inches 
almost double the old limit. 

Yet anotber measure for the public 
interests is included in the new treaty. 
That is a clause requiring each coun- 
try in the union after July 1, 1892, to 
issue a double postal card for toreign 
use. It will cost 4 cents. The writer 
indites the message on one of these 
cards, puts the address on the same 
card, and mails the combination. 
W hen the addressee receives it he tears 
off the card not written, writes bis re- 
ply on it, addresses and mails it. Any 
eountry in the union 1s required to 
forward the card, and the country in 
which the double combination card is 
bought receives free postage both 
ways. 

The new treaty, which isto go into 
effect July 1, 1892, was conciuded and 
signed July 4.

Attempts to Blow up Balmaceda’s 
New Crulsers. 
_Lonpon, Aug. 10.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Information is in 
possession of the Chilean legation in 
reference to a conspiracy to destroy the 
two Chilean ironclads, Presidente Pinto 
and Errazuriz. 

It appears $15,000 was offered an 
English maritime officer in the service 
of the Chilean government if he would 
undertake to blow up the Errazuriz.

Te ‘A Cow Throws a Santa Fe 


Train into a Ditch. 


NEW CARS FOR THE TERMINAL 


Big Business for Coronado—Conduc- 
torsas Great Travelers—Gen- 
eral, Local and Personal 
Railroad Mention. 


The Santa Fé overland train, due in Los 
Angeles Sunday afternoon at3 o’clock, did 
not arrive here until 8:30 yesterday morn- 
ing. Qnite a thrilling accident was the 
cause of belating the triin, and the particu- 
lars, as obtained yesterday from a passen- 
ger, show that a train load of people expe- 
rienced a narrow escape. While the train 
was running westward about ten miles this 
side of Fiagstaff, Ariz., the locomotive 
struck a cow and at euce jumped the track. 
The engine in going into the diteh dragged 
with it the mail car, baggage and express car, 
one coach and a Puliman sleeper. The 
cars were jammed up pretty badly, and had 
they been befter loaded with passengers a 
good many would doubtless have been 
killed. Asit happened, some of the pass- 
engers were more or less bruised, but none 
sustained serious injuries, The engineer 
and fireman both jumped, escaping with 
some trifling bruises and scratches, The 
railroad officials at this end of the line yes- 
terday had no knowledge of the 
accident, save that something up the 
road had laid out the overland. The pas- 
sengers describe the wreck as having. been 
a bad one for the rolling stock, but miracu- 
lous in respect to the small amount of phys- 
icalinjury it caused, ‘lhe forward cars of 
the train were badly smashed and the en- 
gine was damaged considerably. The 
track was cleared and traflic yesterday was 
carried on as usual.
